They  were  Marjory  Abbott,  Raymond  Johnson,  Betty  Crosno,  Mary  Hildreth, 
Earlene  Mayfield,  Bob  Humphrey,  Jean  Cunningham,  Jack  Greenslate,  Eata 
Jackson,  Donald  Gardner,  Lois  Outright,  Harold  Rich,  Betty  Vannoy,  Bill 
Meadows,  Jean  Morse,  Corwin  Peterson,  Betty  Jo  Burns,  Shirley  Abbott, 
and  Geary  Reckling, 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  elected  Marjory  as  president, 
Raymond  as  vice  president,  and  Betty  was  our  secretary-treasurer* 
Corwin  and  Shirley  were  chosen  to  be  Student  Council  representatives 
and  Mary  reported  our  news  to  the  "Highlight".  Jack  and  Raymond 
participated  in  baseball;  Bill,  Raymond,  and  Jack  went  out  for  basket- 
ball. We  had  a musical  class--that  much  is  seen  from  the  number  of 
people  who  were  interested  in  band  and  chorus.

Corwin,  Bob,  Bill,  and 
Harold  were  active  in  P.  F«  A.  Mrs.  Woods  sponsored  our  class. 

At  the  beginning  of  our  second  year,  our  ranks  were  rather 
depleted.  We  had  lost  five  members  of  our  class.  Earlene  Mayfield 
moved  to  Clinton;  Betty  Vannoy  went  to  Lincoln;  Marjory  Abbott,  Donald 
Gardner,  and  Harold  Rich  dropped  out  of  school.  We  chose  our  class 
officers  at  the  first  meeting.  Raymond  was  our  president;  Betty  was 
the  vice-president;  Jean  C.  was  elected  secretary-treasurer.  Shirley 
and  Bob  had  a voice  in  the  Student  Council  and  Esta  was  the  reporter 
for  the  paper.  A few  more  of  the  boys  showed  an  interest  in  athletics. 
Geary,  Jack,  Raymond,  and  Corwin  went  out  for  baseball  and  Raymond, 
Corwin,  Geary,  and  Jack  made  the  basketball  team.  Bob  was  the  basket- 
ball manager • Bill,  Corwin,  and  Bob  were  members  of  the  F.  F.  A.  A 
large  percentage  of  our  class  have  shown  an  increased  interest  in 
music,  particularly  chorus.  Chorus  members  were  Betty,  Bob,  Corwin, 
Mary,  Lois,  Shirley,  Jean  C.,  and  Geary  R.  Bob,  Mary,  Jean  M.,  Jean  C., 
Lois,  and  Shirley  played  in  the  band.  Mrs.  Kemp  sponsored  our  class 
during  the  years  of 

Our  Junior  year  showed  another  drop  in  the  enrollment  of  our 
class.  Esta  Jackson  moved  to  Seattle,  Washington;  Geary  Reckling  went 
to  Clinton;  Betty  Crosno  and  Jean  Cunningham  quit  school  at  the  end  of 
their  second  year.  From  the  ten  class  members  Raymond  was  elected  as 
president;  Bob  was  vice-pres Ldent ; Jack  served  as  se cretary-treasurer . 
Jack  and  Bob  represented  our  class  in  the  Student  Council.  Mary  served 
as  reporter  to  the  "Highlight".  Bob  was  chosen  to  be  the  assistant 
editor  of  the  paper  and  Raymond  assisted  Oma  Webb  in  editing  the 
annual.  Bill  was  the  only  class  member  on  the  basketball  team  and 
Raymond  and  Corwin  served  as  managers. 

Band  members  were  Bob,  Shirley,  Mary,  Lois;  Bob  was  in  the  brass 
sextet  which  won  a first  and  Mary  gave  a vocal  solo  and  won  a second 
place  rating  in  the  state.  Shirley,  Jean  M.,  Mary,  Bob,  Corwin,  and 
Lois  sang  in  the  chorus.  Mary  was  president  of  the  F.  H.  A.  in  the 
initial  year  of  its  re-organization.  Lois,  Shirley,  Betty  Jo,  and  Jean 
M.  were  members  of  the  club.  Corwin,  Bill,  and  Bob  belonged  to  the 
F.  F.  A. 

This  was  a busy  year  since  we  had  a prom  and  a play.  The  prom 
committee  was  composed  of  Lois,  Mary,  Corwin,  and  Bob  headed  the 
Committee.  The  dinner  and  dance  was  held  at  the  Hotel  St.  Nicholas  in 
Springfield  on  May  5»  George  Lynn  furnished  the  music  for  the  dance.

"SHINY  NOSE" 


"Shiny  Nose",  a comedy  in  three  acts,  was  presented  by  the  Seniors 
on  November  9,  1951,  in  the  gymnasium.  The  play  was  directed  by  Miss 
Martha  Lou  Baker.

Meanwhile,  Helen  (Mary  Hildreth)  tricks  George  into 
going  to  the  dance  with  her,  and  Janey  makes  her  grand  entrance  with 
no  one  to  see  it.  Janey  then  gets  an  ex-boyfriend,  Allen  Rogers (Ray- 
mond Johnson),  of  Helen’s  and  in  a hilarious  scene  tries  to  makeGeorge 
jealous.  This  backfires  with  a bang  and  everything  has  gone  wrong. 

As  a possible  solution  to  her  problem, Janey  decides  to  runaway  from 
home.  She  doesn’t  get  the  result  which  she  plans  for  no  one  seems  to 
care  whether  she  goes  or  stays,  not  even  her  mother  or  dad.  She  is  in 
a worse  fix  than  she  was  before.  Helen  realizes  that  Allen  is  a good

ball  hero.  These  final  happy  twists  bring  down  the  curtain  on  an  en- 
joyable play.  In  addition  to  the  other  characters.  Bill  Meadows  plays 
the  part  of  the  coach  and  Jack  Greenslate  served  as  stage  manager. 


"ONE  TOO  MANY" 

"One  Too  Many,"  a three  act  comedy  farce  by  Ray  Bowman, was  chosen 
by  the  Juniors  for  their  class  play. 

The  plot  concerns  a varied  group  of  characters  at  the  winter  re- 
sort, Cactus  Springs,  in  southern  Arizona.

^We  have  spent  much  of  our  time  trying  new  and  different  varieties 
of  wheat  on  the  F.  F.  A.  ground.  Last  year  we  planted  Pawnee  and  Royal 
wheat.  The  Pawnee  was  shorter  and  thicker  while  the  Royal  was  tall 
and  about  five  days  later  than  the  Pawnee.  The  harvest  of  wheat  which 
yielded  110  bushels  or  about  31  bushels  to  the  acre  for  a total  income 
§369. Ul*  As  we  had  a poor  stand  of  clover,  we  plowed  it  under  and 
sowed  Wes tar  and  Pawnee  wheat.  In  the  fall  we  put  200  pounds  of  3-12- 
12  per  acre  and  in  the  spring  we  put  on  1,000  pounds  of  ammonia  ni- 
trate. The  ammonia  nitrate  gave  us  our  increase  in  yield  more  than 
any  of  the  other  fertilizers.
